GENEVA, Nov. 14.—(4)—An Elab- 
orate scheme for breaking the disarma- 
ment deadlock, solving the problem of 
security and meeting Germany's arms 
equality demand by tying together 
arms reductions and security pacts, 
was submitted textually to the dis- 
armament conference tonight in be- 

half of the French government. 
General discussion of the French 
plan will await a meeting of the gen- 
eral commission of the disarmament 
conference some time within the next 


few weeks, but Sir John Simon, 
British foreign secretary. will present 
the British observations before the 
conference bureau, or steering commit- 
tee. on Wednesday. 

Sir John arrived today to prepare 
this exposition which. he asserted, will 
not be in the form of submission of a 
British plan but. instead. an effort to 
make the French plan embody the 
British ideas. 

Meets Davis. 

The British foreign secretary con- 
versed during the day with Norman 
H. Davis, American disarmament dele- 
gate: Arthur Henderson, president of 
the conference; Augusto Rosso. Italian 
representative. and Sir Erie Drum- 
mond, .ecretary general of the leacue. 

The French plan calls for applica- 
tion of the Briand-Kellogg pact. the 
League of Nations covenant and spe- 
cial regicaal agreements for mutual 
assistance against any aggressor. It 
proposes reduction in effectives and 
materials of war. with a special allot- 
ment of certain troops and arms for 
the use of the league in enforcing 
peace.

What they are really trying to do 
with the peasants in Russia is turn 
them into industrial workers by the 
mechanization of agriculture.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14,—(@)— 


Franklin D. Roosevelt was asked to- 


run for governor of New York as early 
as 1918 but he declined. Alfred E. 
Smith, who was later to draft Roose- 
velt for the same job, was elected. 

In the summer of 1918 Roosevelt, 
as assistant secretary of the navy, 
made an’ inspection of the depart- 
ment’s bases in Europe, traveling 
across in a rolling, pitching destroyer, 
in constant danger of a U-boat at- 
tack. In Europe he was received by 
King George of England, visited King 
Albert on the Belgian front and estab- 
lished contacts with other continental 
dignitaries, 

Following the war he devoted much 
of his time to campaigning for the 
United States entry into the League 
of Nations, for the adoption of a fed- 
eral budget system and the reorgani- 
zation of the federal administration. 
During this period the social life of 
Washington frequently brought the 
Roosevelts together with the Herbert 
Hoovers. 

Cox’s Running Mate. 

Hoover entered the republiean na- 
tional convention in 1920 but lost the 
presidential nomination to Senator 
Warren G. Harding, of Ohio, while 
Roosevelt was selected as James M. 
Cox's running mate on the democratic 
ticket, 

There’ are at least two versions of 
how the Roosevelt family was split 
into separate political factions. A 
member of the Oyster Bay, or repub- 
lican. branch, recently told this re- 
porter the break oecurred during the 
Revolutionary War, while a current 
biography places it as late as the 
Civil War. ' 

At any rate the split was empha- 
sized during the early stages of the 


‘last presidential campaign when Mrs. 


Theodore Roosevelt, widow of the late 
president, said Franklin was a “dis- 
tant cousin” and announced she would 
vote for Mr. Hoover. 

The open break came, however, dur- 
ing the 1920-campaign, when the re- 
publicans sought to correct a popular 
impression that Franklin D. was a 
son of “T. R.” by sending young 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt out on a 
tumping tour. 

Assailed Record. 

The president-elect bas never made 

any reference to this incident, but

Only 32 Earned Interest 
Charges This Year, Offi- 
cial Says in Talk. 


Citing the fact that only 32 out of 
162 leading railroads in the United 
States earned interest charges dur- 
ing 1932, Edward 8. Jouett, vice pres- 
ident and general counsel of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad .Company, 
asserted here Monday that the plight 
of the railroads is a matter of con- 
cern not only to those who have mon- 
ey invested in them and those who 
earn a living by their operation, but 
the general public as well. 

Speaking before the Traffic Club 
of Atlanta at its luncheon meeting 
at the Atlanta Athletic Club, Mr. 
Jouett said that if trucks are per- 
mitted to take what he termed the 

of the business, the rail- 
roads, if they are to continue un- 
der private ownership, must receive 
greatly increased rates for the heavy 
commodities and for long hauls, Mr. 
Jouett added that this would mean 
the ultimate raising of the transpor- 
tation bill of the entire nation. 
_ Mr. Jouett pointed out that the 
ease of his own road was typical 
of that with which the major car- 
riers are contending. 

“The L. & N. six years ago had a 
total of 53,000 men and women on 
its pay roll and now has only about 
persons employed,” the speak- 
er pointed out. “The pay roll of the 
53, persons was approximately 
$78,000,000 a year and now is only 
about $33,000,000. Not only the em- 
ployes but the merchants, farmers 
and others indirectly interested in the 
earnings of the railroad employes are 
suffering the loss of this $45,000,000 
of purchasing vower, as well as the 
dealers in matérials which the rail- 
roads usually bny. For the decade 
ending in 1930 the L. & N. expended 
for improvements an average of $20,-

| funds to invest, is one thing,” he de- 
clared. “But a result of special in- 


terest is the lowering of life insur- 
ance dividends, which means a corre- 
sponding increase in premiums to be 
paid by policyholders, will make the 
situation felt keenly by hundreds of 
thousands who, under normal condi- 


tions, do not think themselves inter- 
ested in the railroads.”

night. e was 52 years old. 


Schmidt played in three “World 
Series in'the days when Hughey Jen- 
njags was piloting the Bengals to pen- 
nants and when Ty Cobb. now. in re- 
tirement at his Georgia home. rated 
the reputation of being the greatest 
ball Player in the gamé. Many base- 
ball writers ranked Schmidt among 
the immortals of the diamond. 


Breaking into organized baseball 
with Springfield in .1901. Schmidt 
joined the Rock Island club three years 
later. He then was purchased by 
Minneapolis, and the Detroit Tigers 
bought hiny at the end of his first sea- 
son. He’ caught 146 games for the 
Tigers in 1907 and also caught three 


/ of the World Series games that fall. 


Later he played with Mobile. with 
the Vernon club. of. the Pacific. and 
then went to the Memphis Chicks. He 
made his managerial debut in 1919 
with Sioux City of the Western 
league. He enached for Brooklyn and 
managed Springfield in 7914. and then 
went to Kalamazoo as manager. He 
later piloted the St. Joseph and Fort 
Smith clubs of the Western league. 
In 1929, he took an assignment -as 
eoach of his old team, the Detroit 
Tigers, only recently returning to his 
home at Coals Hill. near Clarksville, 
Arkansas. _

Hair Rings Disclose 


Age of Its Owner

hang “by a hair” was demonstrated 
today by Colonel Calvin Goddard, 
director of the scientifie detection 
laboratory of Northwestern Uni- 
versity.

U. 9. IN VICE TRADE, 
WITNESS DECLARES 


_ CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—(UP)—The 
United States government was ac- 
cused of competing with private busi- 
ness in houses of ill fame, cheap 
bars, undertaking parlors and hog 
vaccination stations in testimony in- 
troduced tonight before the Shannon 
congressional committee. 

Four congressmen, sitting with ju- 
dicial solemnity behind a long table 
in a Palmer House hearing room. 
heard their government assailed. Wit- 
nesses’ testimony dealt with subjects 
as various as the night life along 
Bottle alley and Cash street in Cris- 
tobal, Canal Zone, and the midnight 
visits of a veterinarian called to see 
a sick cow. 

The committee. of which Repre- 
sentative Joseph B. Shannon, of Mis- 
sourl, is chairman, consists of Shan- 
non, Samuel B. Pettingill, of Indiana: 
Robert I. Rich, of Pennsylvania, and 
Wiliam H. Stafford, of Wisconsin. 

They heard from 26-year-old Roys C. 
Jones, Kansas City, Mo., the aceusa- 
tion that across the street from the 
Canal Zone, on ground owned by the 
Panama Railroad Company, said to be 
owned outright by the United States, 
flourish “brothels, bars, cheap hotels 
and prostitutes who openly walk the 
streets.” 

Jones, for three years prior to last 
October manager of the Tropical Ra- 
dio-Telegraph Company’s office at 
Cristobal, testified that he lost his 
job as the result of competition by 
the United States navy. The clear- 
spoken, self-possessed youth was the 
day’s Star witness. 

“I resigned,” he said, “becatse it 
was impossible to live decently down * 
there with the navy driving us out 
of business.” 

He testified that the government's 
practice of selling cigarets for eight 
cents a package, tax free, and gaso- 
line for eight cents a gallon, created 
a competitive situation under which 
private business could not profitably 
exist. j 

Jones’ testimony was supplement- 
ed by that of J. J. Enderton, of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Colon and 
Panama City. He declared the gov- 
ernment competed in the Canal Zone 
in the motion picture business, the 
undertaking business, the legal pro- 
fession, the restaurant business, and 
even in the hospital business. 

Enderton, speaking of the govern- 
mental undertaking enterprises, said: 

“The governinent even gets them 
after they are dead.” 

Ivan Bowen, Minneapolis, counsel 
for the Greyhound Lines, a bus sys- 
tem, testified that the government 
subsidizes the railroads. while over- 
taxing bus lines. 

Miss Josephine Kellogg,  calm- 
spoken business woman, testified that 
the business she heads—a factory for 
making targets used on rifle ranges— 
had been driven to the wall by con- 
gressional appropriations used for the 
purchase of targets. 

Dr. D. M. Campbell, representing 
the American Veterinary Medica] As- 
sociation, charged that the farm 
agents under the department of agri- 
culture’s extension system had driven 
thousands of veterinary surgeons out 
of their profession.

Commerce Roy D. Chapin recommend- 
ed development of “national plan- 
ning” through educational means. 


Government agencies touching bus- | 


iness and commerce, he said, have 


a distinct contribution to make to} 


this desired progress toward a more 
stable and better organized economic 


system, 
Asks Better Planning. 

“The work of the bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce,” this report 
said, “rests upon a principle that may 
be termed ‘fact engineering.’ The sov- 
ereign efficacy of facts is the guid- 
ing idea of its activity. We believe 
that much of the apparent planless- 
ness of American business in the past, 
much of the maladjustment between 
production and consumption, much of 
the unwisdom evidenced in investment 
and speculation can be constructively 
corrected by a more widespread dis- 
semination of economic facts and a 
more. judicious utilization of them.” 

Hesitance, fear, uncertainity and 
vacillation, the report added, all con- 
tributing to a business depression, 
have their principal source in a lack 
of adequate data. 7

“Berkeley Square,” produced this 

week by the Permahent Players at the 
Erlanger theater, is a most peculiar 
play.

Atlanta Doctor Who Won Renown, 


BN ON AR CONTR 


Died in Poverty To Be Buried Here 


The final chapter in the dramatic 
career of Dr. H. Hitchcock, native 
Englishman, who rose to prominence 
in the United States as a homeo- 


pathic physician and businessman, 
only to die a pauper in the Fulton 
county almshouse, will be written this 
morning when funeral services will 
be conducted at the chapel of Harry 
G. Poole at 9:30 o'clock. 

The Rev. Father James C. Oak- 
shette, who was a personal friend 
of the doctor’s for more than a quar- 
ter of a century. will officiate at the 
rites, and interment will take place 
in the Adamsville cemetery. Dr. 
Hitchcock died early Sunday morning 
at the home of paralysis. He was 
75 years of age. 

A desire to aid humanity and al- 
leviate its suffering led Dr. Hitch- 
cock to take up the study of medicine 
while a boy. He attended a leading 
medical college in England and soon 
after receiving his degree embarked 
for the United States. He resided 
and practiced for some time in Chi- 
cago, and in 1907 came to Atlanta 
with his wife to reside. They pur- 
chased a residence on Bass street, 
then in one of the most fashionable 
sections in the city. For many years 
he prospered, building up a large prac- 
tice. and also engaged in the steam 
heating business.

He was an accomplished musician. 
being a. master of both the piano an 
the pipe organ. For many years he 
was organist of the First Universalist 
church, in which both he and his wife 
took an active part. 

At the approach of’ old age, Dr. 
Hitchcock retired and a short time 
later his wife died. They had no 
children. 

The doctor lived alone in the old 
home place and became almost a re- 
cluse. Several years ago, when he 
was well over 70, financial reverses 
came and a little more than a year 
ago he lost his home. — He had no 
place to go and his pride prevented 
him from taking the charity of 
friends. He applied for admission 
to the almshouse on September 22, 
1931. 

Months ago his eyes began to fail 
and hour after hour he sat in a rock- 
ing chair on the porch of the alms- 
house. Many of his-friends of other 
years went out to see him, arriving in 
cars driven by liveried chauffeurs. 
He was glad to see them, but help 
he would not accept. 

Authorities have been unable to lo- 
eate relatives and though only a few 
friends have visited the mortuary 
where his body lies, it is expected 
that many will attend the rites this

Tom King, Butts county negro, for 
the last seven vears an fnmate of 
Fulton tower, will hear his death sen- 
tence pronounced against him for the 
sixth time today in Jackson. He was 
taken Monday to Jackson by Butts 
county officers. 

More than seven years ago, King 
was convicted of slaying a deputy 
sheriff of Butts county following a 
raid on a_ still several miles from 
Jackson. Three new trials have been 
granted the aged negro and twice the 
case has been before the supreme 
court. On each occasion the original 
verdict has been upheld and old Tom 
has sat in the prisoner’s box to hear 
himself sentenced to die in the elec- 
tric chair. ‘Today the date for the 
execution will be set once more and 
the state will make preparations to 
take his life. But Tom isn’t worried. 
He simply says: 

“White folks ain’t gonna let me 
die, ‘eause I ain’t never killed no- 

ody.”
